The gross value of 
this farmer's two operations is 
2,200 but the net result of his two 
operations is only the value of the 
hogs or $1,200. In gross production 
figures the value of the lumber 
that is sawn in Alberta forests is 
duplicated by the value of the 
furniture and doors and sash that 
are fashioned out of it
